Advent season underway 


Churches throughout the diocese began the Advent season last weekend with the 


traditional lighting of the Advent wreath. At St. Catherine Laboure parish in

ALCALA PARK — The anniversary season for the 
diocese will be launched with this month’s celebrations in 
honor of Our Lady of Guadalupe, patroness of the 
Americas. 

Two ceremonies will signal the start of a four-month 
jubilee season commemorating the 50th anniversary of 
the Diocese of San Diego and the 25th anniversary of 
Bishop Leo T. Maher’s episcopal ordination. 

Bishop Maher will take part in the Imperial Valley 
celebration to be held at the Midwinter Fairgrounds in 
Imperial Dec. 12. The bishop will be principal celebrant 
at_a 7 p.m. Mass. 

San Diego festivities will begin with a noon procession 
from Our Lady of Guadalupe Church, 1770 Kearney 


Avenue, to the Community Concourse for a 2 p.m. Mass 
Deer i4: 

Bishop Maher, 
Bishop Emilio Berlie of Tijuana and other clergy will 
concelebrate the Mass. 

A banquet is slated for that evening at the Holiday Inn 
Convention Center, 1355 North Harbor Drive. Tickets 
for the dinner, beginning with a 5 p.m. cocktail hour, are 
$18. 

Our Lady. of Guadalupe has a special place in the 
prayer life of the people of Mexico and those of Mexican 
heritage. 

In 1531, Mary appeared four times to the Indian Juan 
Diego on Tepeyac Hill outside Mexico City. She 
instructed Diego to tell Bishop Zumarraga to build a 
church there. 
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Clairemont, Father Noel Thompson, associate pastor, conducts the ceremony. 


The bishop complied with the request about two years 
later. He was convinced of :the genuineness of the 
apparition by a miraculously painted life-size figure of the 
Virgin on the Indian’s mantle. 

‘The preserved cloak bearing the picture is enshrined in 
the Basilica of Our Lady of Guadalupe, a longtime center 
of devotion and pilgrimage in Mexico. 

In a 1754 decree Pope Benedict XIV authorized a Mass 
in honor of Our Lady of Guadalupe to be celebrated 
annually Dec. 12. He also named Mary the patroness of 
New Spain. 

Our Lady of Guadalupe was ‘designated patroness of 
Latin America by St. Pius X in 1910 and patroness of the 
Americas by. Pope Pius XII in 1945.

The iHeatrical production: which features 14 storics 
from the Bible, is free and open to the public. 

Hay, who first saw the play two years ago in London, 
approached USD vice president and provost Sally Furay 
with his desire to produce The Mysteries at USD because 
‘*to do this play properly, I had to have a place where 
there is some sense of faith.’’ 

The site of the play ‘‘gives a great deal of intimacy and 
vitality to the play,’’ said Sister Betsy Walsh, USD 
English and medieval drama professor, who is cast as God 
in the play. 

Hay asked her to read for the part ‘“‘simply because no 
one else was available,’’ she said. ‘‘I’m not trying to make 
a statement of God being a nun or a woman.” 

Twelve of the 16 performers are USD medicval drama 
students who are cast in the play as part of a class 
requirement.

The students — representing South Africa, Palestine, 
Israel, the Marshall Islands and United States — spoke 
about social and racial injustices they have seen or 
experienced. 

The goal of CWT is for young people to

In preparing for the meeting with Michael and Shelly 
from the United States, Victor from South Africa, Jilan 
from Palestine, Carmen from the Marshall Islands, and 
Limar from Israel, Marian students studies information 
provided by the Religious Task Force. 

This material included an analysis of the relationship 
between economic injustice and violence, and the current 
status of each CWT student’s country.

Carmen told the students that many of her people were 
still suffering from radiation from nuclear testing 
conducted during World War II. Michael, a Wisconsin 
native, told the students about America’s farm plight and 
described how his family lost their farm. 

“The farmeys are having to go on food stamps and 
they're the ones who feed America,’ Michael said. 

Limar said ‘thousands of Israelis have been killed by 
terrorists. ‘“The problem is that many people believe the 
only way to accomplish a goal is by terrorism,” she said. 

Shelly spoke about the social injustices in the United 
States, including sexism, prejudice and ‘‘imperialism.”” 

“There is a tremendous class inequality in the United 
States,’ she said, adding that the top half of the 
population controls the country. “‘Our social problems 
are inherent in our society.”

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Diocese issues report on Catholic schools «|. 


SAN DIEGO — Lay teachers outnumber Religious 
instructors in diocesan Catholic schools this year, 634 to 
108. Religious principals, however, hold a slight number 
advantage, 29 to 20. 

These are some of the figures included in the Annual 
Statistical Report for Schools of the Diocese of San Diego. 
The report was recently released by the: Diocesan 
Department of Educational Ministry. 

The data provides a breakdown of various enrollment 
Statistics to assist school officials in planning and setting 
goals for the diocesan school system’s future. 

One statistic that stands out is the declining number of 
pupils enrolled in Catholic schools. Enrollment in 
Catholic elementary schools this year is 11,938, down 
from last year’s total of 12,534. 

Enrollment at diocesan high schools (including the 
ninth grades at Our Lady of the Sacred Heart and Blessed 
Sacrament schools) is 3,215, a decrease of 98 students. 

It was the first time in 10 years that total enrollment in 
elementary schools has fallen below 12,000, and the 
lowest high school pupil count since 1978-79. 

One area of growth has been preschool and extended 


day care programs. ‘““Vhe number of preschools and 
kindergartens has continued to grow, with a salutary 
effect on both enrollment stability and student readiness 
for first grade,’’ stated Father Dennis Clark, Ph.D., 
diocesan superintendent of Catholic schools. 

Nine parish schools operate a preschool program, and 


five others are currently exploring the feasibility of 


establishing such a program. 


Extended day care programs — one-site, school- 
operated programs of before- and after-school care, 
supervision and enrichment — are provided in 19 


schools. Six others are also looking into the program. 
“Extended day care has also emerged as an important 
service for the children of working parents,’’ reported 
Father Clark. 

The report shows that academic excellence continues to 
be a strong point of Catholic education. ‘‘Results 
demonstrated that the average scores for each grade were 
significantly higher than national averages for all areas 
tested, as well as for the composite scores for each grade,”’ 
the report states. 

Diocesan school students tested anywhere from 59 to 85 


percent higher on composite tests than their public school 


peers. Students were tested last spring in areas of 


vocabulary, reading, language skills, study skills and 
mathematics, using the Iowa Test of Basic Skills (ITBS). 


Teachers’ salaries and benefits 
concern,’’ according to Father Clark. ‘‘Given the 
increased competition for High quality teachers as well as 
our commitment to social justice, intense efforts will have 
to. be exerted to improve teacher compensation and to 
exercise greater creativity in benefit options.”’ 

A mandatory minimum salary scale for elementary lay 
teachers for 1986-87 was unanimously recommended by 
the Diocesan Board of Educational Ministry and approy- 
ed by Bishop Leo ‘T. Maher. It shows that the minimum 
annual salary for a first-year teacher holding a bachelor’s 


degree is $11,882. 


Salaries increase proportionally to the number of years’ 
experience and academic credentials one holds. Schools 
are encouraged to exceed the diocesan minimum salary 
scale, and, according to the report, 30 out of 44 
elementary schools succeeded last school year. 


Bishop issues declaration on ‘Bayside Movement’ 


BROOKLYN, N.Y. — Bishop Francis John 
Mugavero of the Diocese of Brooklyn issued a declaration 
Nov. 4 to all U.S. Catholic bishops restating the church’s 
position on the ‘‘Bayside Movement.”’ 

The Bayside Movement centers on alleged Marian 
apparitions to Veronica Lueken of Bayside, N.Y., who 
claims to have received heavenly messages since 1968. 

A five-member diocesan committee investigating the 
Bayside apparitions concluded in June of 1973 that the 
events lacked complete authenticity. Bayside proponents, 
however, claim that the Brooklyn diocese’s investigation 
was inconclusive. 

The Bayside Movement continues today, attracting 
thousands of skeptics and believers. 

“I have found it necessary to correct the erroneous 
claims made by followers of this movement as they try to 
justify their ‘right’ to publish and disseminate literature 
concerning the ‘Bayside messages,’ ’’ states Bishop 
Mugavero in a cover letter to the bishops accompanying 
the declaration. 


In his declaration — which was approved by the 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith — Bishop 
Mugavero says he considered it his obligation ‘‘to offer 
Christ’s faithful pastoral guidance, lest their faith be 
endangered by ‘messages’ and ‘teachings’ relayed by 
‘visionaries’ which are contrary to 
Catholic Church.”’ 

The Bayside followers, who periodically publish a 
newsletter entitled ‘“‘Roses,’’ claim that ‘‘since Articles 
1399 and 2218 of (the 1917 Code of) Canon Law were 
abrogated by Pope Paul VI in 1966, no ecclesiastical 
permission is required (to publish’ or disseminate 
literature about Bayside) provided these do not endanger 
faith or morals.”’

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The Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith “has 
confirmed that the principles governing the publication of 
such religious material still maintain authoritative moral 
value prohibiting the endangering of faith and good 
morals,”’ the bishop continues. 

“As a result those publishing or disseminating this 
propaganda literature are acting against the judgment of 
legitimate church authority,’’the statement reads. 

Vhe bishop directs Catholics to refrain from 
participating in the weckly vigils at Flushing Mcadow 
Park or distributing Bayside literature, and he goes as far 
as discouraging anyone from reading the publications. 


Anyone promoting this devotion, he adds, _ is 
“encouraging others to act against the determinations 
made by the legitimate pastor of this particular church.’ 

Bishop Mugavero said he hoped Catholics would 
instead spend their ime honoring Mary ‘‘in the many 
forms which have been approved by the Catholic 
Church.”’

1. Basis of presentation 


Organization and activities — The Diocesan Office of the Roman 
Catholic Bishop of San Diego is part of the Corporation Sole of the 
Diocese of San Diego and has no separate legal status or existence. The 
Diocesan Office activities comprise the collection of parish 
assessments, stewardship contributions and certain other receipts 
which are used to finance educational, religious, community and human 
development programs in addition to the administration of the Catholic 
Diocese of San Diego. 

The Diocesan Office Funds exclude the activities of parishes, schools, 
cemeteries, the newspaper and certain other ministerial functions. Each 
of these activities, even though they report to the Bishop, is an operating 
entity distinct from the Diocesan Office. 

Fund balances — Diocesan funds are segregated according to their 
availability for use in Diocesan operations. Restricted funds have been 
reserved for specific purposes and in some cases can be disbursed only 
in compliance with restrictions specified by donors. Quasi-endowment 
and development funds are those funds segregated by the Bishop for the 
specific uses indicated. 


2. Deposit and loan fund — The Diocesan Office administers a loans-in- 
aid program which finances the construction of parish plants and other 
Diocesan facilities. Interest of 6 percent is charged on such loans. These 
loans are made primarily from loan repayments»and deposits by 
Diocesan entities which bear interest at 5 percent. 


at June 30, 1986. These facilities include a new St. Vincent de Paul 
Emergency Facilities Genter which is under construction. The parishes 
and other Diocesan institutions have $1,463,000 funds on deposit at the 
Diocesan office and $314,000 in other restricted assets which can be 
used for such construction at June 30, 1986. Accordingly, the $4,695,826 
unrestricted current fund balance has been allocated to the development 
fund to meet these commitments which include a $1,000,000 line of 
credit to assist in the construction of the new St. Vincent de Paul 
Emergency Facilities Center. 


4. Scholarship fund — The Bishop of San Diego has established a 
scholarship fund for the University of San Diego in the amount of 
$100,000 annually in lieu of the repayment of $1,657,533 previously owed 
by the University to the Diocese which has been charged to the fund 
balance. The scholarship fund is to be used for students from the 
Dioceses of San Diego and San Bernardino and other areas. 


5. Revolving line of credit — During fiscal 1986, the Diocese obtained an 
unsecured revolving line of credit with a bank bearing interest at the 
prime rate. No borrowings were outstanding at June 30, 1986, and 
$2,000,000 was .available under the agreement which expires in. 
December 1986. 
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Pope challenges youth 
to resist materialism. 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John 
Paul II called on the world’s young people 
to build a “civilization of love’? by 
overcoming the, threats of war, hunger, 
human rights abuses and ‘“‘the scandalous 
disparities’’ between the rich and poor. 

In his annual message for the World 
Youth Day, the pope challenged youths to 
develop the “‘strong and persevering 
characters’? needed to resist materialism 
and social divisions. 

The papal message addressed to “‘all 
the young people of the world’’ was 
released by the Vatican Nov. 29 during 
the pope’s visit to Australia. 

The 1987 World Youth Day will be 
celebrated by the pope on Palm Sunday, 
April 12, in Buenos Aires, Argentina.

Calling Latin America a 
hope,’’ the pope said it was “‘significant”’ 
that he would celebrate the day in a 
region where a majority of the population 
is young. 

The day’s theme is taken from the First 
Letter of John: ‘‘We ourselves have 
known and put our faith in God’s love 
toward ourselves.” 

“‘Man cannot live without love,’’ the 
pope said, 

‘“You know very well, in the depths of 
your heart, that the satisfactions afforded 
by a superficial hedonism are ephemeral 
and leave nothing but emptiness in our

souls,’’ he said. 

The pope also crticized “indifference 
and skepticism’’ as contrary to love, and 
said ‘‘the temptations of violence and of 


_ ideologies which deny God can only lead 


to a dead end.”’ 

In appealing for a civilization of love, 
the pope called for solidarity with the 
unemployed, the poor, lonely and sick, as 
well as with non-believers. 

‘Charity does not compromise with 
error, but it goes out toward everyone to 
open up the paths to conversion,’’ he 
added. ; 

The pope called on young people to 
begin a ‘‘deep and meditated spiritual 
preparation’ for the youth day, and 
predicted the Buenos Aires gathering 
would attract people from all over Latin 
America and the world. 

Previous World Youth Days have been 
celebrated in Rome. The pope announced 
last June 8 that he would celebrate the 
1987 day in Buenos Aires during a visit to 
Chile, Argentina and Uruguay. 

The papal trip grew out of a promise he 
made to visit Chile and Argentina after 
those countries successfully negotiated a 
territorial dispute involving the islands in 
the Beagle Channel at the tip of South 
America. 

The Vatican helped mediate the 
dispute after the countries threatened to 
go to war over the issue.

Composer gives key 
to ‘real love with life’

“‘Real love is not finding the right per- 
son, but being the right person,’’ Jerry 
Goebel told about 70 young adults at As- 
cension Church Nov. 20. His topic was 
developing self-esteem. 

The 30-year-old Oregon-based 
musician, humorist and story-teller gives 
concerts and workshops on contemporary 
issues, traveling throughout the United 
States and Canada. 

‘The key to self-esteem is taking con- 
trol of your lives,’’ he said. This means 
being governed by thoughts and actions, 
rather than by feelings. 


Goebel emphasized the importance of 


discarding childhood negative messages 
that reinforce one’s limitations. 

People tend to label themselves accord- 
ing to these messages, he said. But labels 
are a ‘‘two-edged sword . . . your great: 
est. strength will be your greatest 
weakness.”’ 

He illustrated this concept with the la- 
bel of determination, which results from 
the message “* 
you try hard enough.’’ However, deter- 
mined people are often stubborn, he 
added. 

Goebel said that the four cycles of love 
and marriage can be applied to life in 
general. 

The first cycle, romantic love, is based 
rather than reason, he 
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ACAR THAT YOU CAN BELIEVE IN" 


explained. 

Disillusionment, the second cycle, oc- 
curs when a person sees flaws in the part- 
ner and believes he can change him by 
force. 

The third cycle, despair, results when 
one realizes it is unrealistic to change an- 
other person, he continued. 

The last cycle can take opposite direc- 
tions, Goebel concluded. Some people 
withdraw into physical or emotional sep- 
aration; the latter can be induced by ~ 
drugs or television. Others see their mis- 
taken notion of love, decide to change 
their attitude, and embark on a path lead- 
ing to ‘‘real'love with life.”’ 

The speaker said this enthusiasm for 
life can be reached at any age. He gave 
examples of such zest in a baby, a- 
12-year-old penal institution inmate and 
an 84-year-old woman. ‘‘Maturity has 
nothing to do with age,”’ he said. 

Rather, it can be acqyired by heeding 
John the Baptist’s call to repent, which 
Goebel defined as a time to ‘“‘reopen and 
simplify our lives.”’ 

His talk was followed by small-- and 
large-group discussions. 

He concluded his presentation with a 
concert of contemporary songs, including 
his own composition, ‘‘Candleflame,”’ 
theme song for the 1985 National Cath- 
olic Youth Convention. i
